OUR ARCHIVES. 

We are indebted to the politeness uf tue Hoo. 
J. W. Tyson of the Assembly, at [arrisburg, 
for a copy of the memorial of the American 
Philosophical and Historical Societies of this 
city, in relation to the publication of certain Co- 
lonia! records, now in the office of the Secretary 
of Btate, together with the report of the Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives, on the 
same subject. We shall avai! ourselves of the 
attention of Mr. Tyson, so far, as to make a few 
incidental remarks on the occasion. 

‘The memorial of the Committea may proba- 
bly be regarded, as the first step om the part of 
our State Legislature, to awaken attention toa 
point, which will in the lapse of a few years, 
become highly iteresting to the people,in gene- 
ral. Onur early history as a state, 1s becoming 
more obscure, though the lapse of tiinc, and the 
means of elugidation are neither, as apparent 
nor as numerous, as they should be. Neither is 
(bis a matter of public moment,only, but the in- 
terests of many private individuals are also 
deeply involved in the question. The very tities | 
wader which our landed proprietors hold their 
estates, are in a great measure derived from the 
grants of the old Colonial Government, and if 
they should become lost, or destroyed by sume 
| unforeseen accident, it is not difficult to ima- 

gine, that, should occasions of question arise, 
| the owners would frequently be subjected to all 
| the difficulties of our present disorganised Courts 
lof Lawa,and be made to undergo the infinite 

varieties of legal quibbling. Even now this
